engineers retained for the -work of investiga- 
tion and report. 
Of the various sites con- 


sidered the one chosen in the report made 
public yesterday stands out beyond question 
as being the best, as to cost, the time required 
to develop, amount of supply and purity. 


The bonding limit of the Utilities District is 


of course one of the chief factors to be con- 
sidered.. Of all sources, present and future. 
the Mokelumne one seemed the only choice. 
As the engineers say: 


The supply is the nearest of any of which the 


quality is satisfactory. 


In its ultimate development to a satisfactory 


magnitude ft is the cheapest available. 


The contemplated plans stimulate and assist 


in the : development of irrigation and local 
domestic water supply and the project is free 
from legitimate criticism of its relation to 
local interests. In other words, in this project 
the Eastbay is a good neighbor to its back 
country. Instead of taking from it needed 
•water it will' "be'. able to assist in irrigation 
work. 


The contemplated plans are adaoied. bettor 


than any other project, to use without waste 
in bringing quickly to the district a temporary 
pumped supply from the winter waters of the 
San Joaquin river.

LA FOLLETTE AND THE BALLOT. 
Under the decision of the Supreme Court of 


California the La Follette electors from this 
stare will be placed on the ballots in the elec- 
tion of November 4 under the name of the So- 
cialist Party, the only party which in conven- 
tion has endorsed tho Wisconsin senator. 


Running thus, it will be possible for those 


who would vote for Senator La Follette to 
stamp their preference in ons circle instead 
of being forced to mark each elector, or to 
write in the names of electors as would have 
been 'necessary had the Socialists' offer been 
refused.

STRAW VOTE RECAPITULATION. 


Out of 272.'2'J3 votes cast so far in the Li-terary 


'Digest straw ballot, President Coolidge has 
been given 102,475; La Follette 63,524, and 
Davis 42.611. There are 3C91 votes scattered 
among the lesser candidates. 


The President has almost four times as many 


votes as Davis and nearly three times the 
La Follette total. Of equal significance is a 
table showing how the same voters expressed 
their opinions four years ago. It is shown that 
in 1920, and of this same 272,299 voters, 163,021 
voted for the Republican candidate; 52,602 for 
the Democratic nominee; 2S52 for lesser candi- 
dates; and 53,821 who did not vote at all. On 
this showing the La Follette total has taken 
551 votes from the Republicans, 10,922 from 
the Democrats, and the rest from lesser parties 
or from those who did not vote four years ago. 


California is one of the states showing large

more heavily upon the Democrats than upon the 
Republicans. 


The Digest poll this week takes into con- 


sideration twelve widely separated states.

shows that in Kansas, New Jersey, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania. Texas, Virginia and West 
Virginia more of these voters who have sent 
in returns voted for the Republican candidate 
this year than did in 1920.

Republicans, while they lead La Follette and 
in all but this state nearly two to one, have lost 
a few votes to the third party.

Competition of Vessels of 


United Slate? With Those 
of Foreign Nationality Ii 
Much Harder as Result 


Wages paid to the rrew of a Jap- 


anese cargo liner of 7300 tons gross 
entjagred in the Pacific trade ars 
only half as higrh as those pair! by 
privately owned American or Ship- 
ping Board vessels of the same 
size in this trade, according to a 
comparative wage table compiled 
by the American Steamship Own- 
ers' Association, While the payroll 
of the Japanese cargo liner with a 
crew of 47 is $1502 22 per month, 
the payroll of the privately owned 
American steamer %\ith a crew of 
37 !<? $2tl7.->n. nnd th" payroll of 
the Shipping Board steamer with a 
crew of 33 is $3133 50. 


"Contrary to a prevalent impres- 


sion," says Finthorp Ii. Marvin, 
vice-president and general manager 
of the association/"the payrolls of , 
Japanese steamers owned by the 
principal companies in that king-1 
dom are not abnormally low ai 
compared, at least, 
with 
Asiatic 


standards. Japanese sailors, fire- 
men and stewards receive much 
higher pay than, do the 
Asiatic 


crews of British ship In competi- 
tion with them, and the general 
trend of Japanese sea wages is dis- 
tinctly upward." 


LASCAR WAGES LESS. 


British ships manned by Lascar: 


seamen have a. wage list amounting; 
to less than half that of American 
ships of the same class, either Ship- 
ping Board or privately owned. Th« 
British ship chosen for the compar- 
ison is a coal burner, while the two 
American vessels are oil burners. 
It is shoun that although the Brit- 
ish ship has a personnel of 61 whit* 
officers and Lascar seamen, as 
against 37 officers and men on the 
private American ship and 34 On 
the Shipping Board vessel, the total 
payroll of the British steamer is 
considerably less than half that of 
either of the American ships. 


The British ship is typical of a 


large number of foreign vessels 
employed in the trade between the 
United States and the Far East Jn 
competition with American ships.
